The OMB also appointed Friday, February 17, 1978 at 10:00 a.m., at the 
Township office, Drumbo for a hearing concerning an appeal by the County of 
Oxford against a decision of Blandford-Blenheim Council. Council passed an 
amending zoning by-law to permit a residential use in Lot 17, Concession 1 
(Blenheim) on property owned by John Dubois , 

Council requested the Township of Wilmot to consider reciprocal Fire 
protection between Wilmot and Blandford-Blenheim with the New Dundee and 
Plattsville volunteer fire departments. The Township of Wilmot, in replying 
to Council's request, felt it was impractical to break out of the"911" service 
area for residents in V T ilmot Township. The matter of signing a fire services 
agreement with the Township of Wilmot still has not been resolved. Council 
instructed the clerk to contact Wilmot and request a two month extension to 
the end of February 1978 on the 1977 agreement. 

Minister of Energy, James Taylor, O.C., enclosed a copy of Bill 111 which 
is an Act to provide for Municipal Hydro-Electric Service in the County of 
Oxford. The Act came into force December 6, 1977 and as a result, a commission 
known as the Blandford-Blenheim Public Utility Commission must be established. 
Council will appoint a commission consisting of the Mayor of the Township plus 
a customer of each of the three villages of Drumbo, Plattsville and Princeton, 
and an additional customer from either Drumbo, Plattsville or Princeton. The 
five person commission must be appointed from members who served on the hydro- 
electric commissions that served the municipality prior to the passage of Bill 
111. 

City of Waterloo requested Council to consider endorsing a resolution they 
passed which petitioned the Federal Government to give immediate consideration 
to the placing of the postal service out to public tender. Council took no 
action on the request and moved to note and file the correspondence. 

Oxford County Council had no objection to the Township's proposal to close 
a portion of Allchin Street south of Main Street in Wolverton. 

The Grand River Conservation Authority has no objection to the Mill, Piatt, 
Wilmot & Ann South Streets in Plattsville drainage improvement proposal, and 
also the Burgess Lake Municipal Drain Improvement proposal. 

The Plattsville Arena Advisory Board Secretary, George Woolcott, submitted 
a list of the Board members and Associate members for 1978. Mr. Willard King 
is the Chairman of the Board for the 1977-1978 terra . 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications Internal Audit Branch advised 
that the annual returns for the year 1976 will not be audited at the municipal 
offices concerning the Road expenditures. The 1977 Road expenditures will be 
audited later this year. 

Association of Municipalities of Ontario enclosed a statement of 1978 
membership dues in the amount of $303.79.

County of Oxford Planning Department acknowledged receipt of an application 
for draft approval of a plan of subdivision submitted by Wm. Brittain and the 
Kleinfeldt Group in Lot 18, Concession 13 (Plattsville) . The plan proposes 
70 single family lots, 7 semi-detached lots and 21 Town House units. All lots 
in the subdivision have a minimum area of 7,200 square feet and are proposed 
to be serviced by the Plattsville Water and Sewage facilities scheduled to 
commence in 1978. The County Planning Department enclosed a questionnaire 
for Council's comments on the proposal, however, Council voted to deal with 
the matter at a subseauent meeting. 

Mrs. Jean Porter reauested Council to amend the zoning on her parcel of 
land located in the South Half of Lot 24, Concession 1 (Blenheim) to coincide 
with her severance request .

Ministry of Revenue returned the 1977 Assessment Roll for 1978 taxation 
purposes. The Township's total taxable assessemnt for 1978 is $14,097,160., 
an increase of $281,078. assessment dollars over the 1977 total. 

Ministry of the Environment re-embursed the Township for expenses involved 
in upgrading two abandoned landfill sites in the former Township of Blenheim. 
The hauling and levelling of topsoil cost $1,931 75 for the two sites. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications enclosed the Township's 
subsidy allotment for 1978 Road and Bridge Maintenance and construction. The 
total subsidy payable in 1978 will be $277,000.00, an increase of $76,500.00 
subsidy dollars over the 1977 regular allotment. 

Oxford Animal Shelter enclosed a year end bulletin regarding activity at 
the Shelter in 1977, and also a request for a grant to assist with operating 
expenses in 1978. The total number of dogs licensed in Blandford-Blenheim is 
1,000, and the municipality's cost for animal control amounted to $1,209.00 

in 1977. 

Ministry of Treasury, Economics and Intergovernmental Affairs enclosed 
information for Council's review concerning property tax reform . 

A letter was received from the Plattsville United Church Board of Stewards 
advising that the Church would be agreeable to pay $500.00 towards a parking 
lot between the Church and the Plattsville Town Hall. The estimated cost of 
constructing the parking lot is $2,000.00.

Assessment Review Court enclosed Notice of Hearing forms concerning several 
property owners who appealed their 1977 Section 43 assessment notices.

Plattsville and District Board of Trade passed a resolution suggesting 
that the municipality reimburse Fire Chief Davidson for any loss of revenue 
as a result of his reauired attendance in provincial court as a result of 
a 1977 Hallowe'en incident.

Oxford County Council deemed rezoning by-law number 179-78 (Bryce Sibbick) 
and rezoning by-law number 180-78 (Donald McLaren) to conform with the 
Official Plan of the Oxford County Planning Area. 

The Council of the Corporation of the County of Grey requested Council to 
endorse a resolution which asked the Minister of Education to consider re- 
structuring the present system of local Boards of Education to make the 
Ontario Educational System more responsive to the public. Council supported 
the resolution. 

A letter was received from Mr. Clare Chesney, Lot 6, Concession 10 
(Blenheim) opposing the Township's proposal to close an untravelled road 
allowance east of the h Townline road to the boundary of the #401 Highway.

Under the authority of Bill 111 being "An Act to Provide for Municipal 
Hydro-Electric Service in the County of Oxford, Council was required to 
appoint five (5) persons to the New Blandford-Blenheim Public Utility 
Commission, which will serve the villages that presently have hydro-electric 
commissions. The members that will serve the new commission to the end of 
December, 1978 must be appointed from members who served the commissions 
that were in existance prior to the passage of Bill 111. Council appointed 
the following persons by by-law:

Norman Clayton, Drumbo, Member -at -Large 

Associated Sales Tax Analysts, Willowdale, Ontario offered to provide a 
service to examine all accounts and determine if any federal or provincial 
taxes were paid unnecessarily. The cost of the service would be 1/3 of the 
dollars actually recovered. Council voted to have the service performed, 

noting that there was no charge if no eligible refunds were discovered. 

Upper Thames River Conservation Authority have no objections to the 
proposed repair and improvement of the Open Portion of Drains within the 
Scott Creek Drainage System in the former Township of Blandford. 
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A letter was received from Rudy Dorner, R. R. #1, Tavistock expressing 
his interest in purchasing the former S.S. #8 school house located in Lot 
18, Concession 10 (Blenheim) . The school house property is registered in 
the Township's name, however, the property is intended to be used by the 
public as a community centre. Council requested the Clerk to inform Mr. 
Dorner that the property is not for sale. 

Ministry of Treasury, Economics and Intergovernmental Affairs enclosed 
application forms for the Township to participate in the 1978 Involvement 
in Municipal Administration. The program would employ students at 
University and Community College levels and be subsidized partially by the 
Province. Council moved to note and file the information. 

Discussion centred around the Plattsville Water and Sewage program 
scheduled for 1978, and a resolution was passed requesting the Ministry of 
the Environment to confirm the tender call date for the project. Comments 
were also received from the County of Oxford Engineering Department 
concerning proposed detour routes. 

Council received thankyou notes from many individuals and also Ontario 
Hydro for the efforts put forth by the Township's Road Department during 
the recent storm. Council expressed their appreciation to all persons in 
the Township who assisted in making the storm more bearable for the 
individuals who suffered hardships. 

Council received two tenders for crushing, hauling and spreading gravel 
on the Township Roads in 1978. The tenders were received from James Murray 
Construction and V.W. Ruckle Construction. The tenders received listed 
the following prices:

Council met at the Township Office at 7:00 p.m. for their second regular 
meeting of .the month. Mayor, Ross Livingston presided, Councillor-at-Large, 
Perry Sibbick and Councillors, Roy Baker, Harvey Brown, Robert Gilholm, and 
Don Harder were in attendance. 

Minutes of the February 1st, 1978 regular meeting were adopted as printed 
and circulated. 

CORRESPONDENCE : 

Oxford County Land Division Committee informed Council of an application 
for severance submitted by Robert Berrill. 

Ontario Municipal Board dismissed the Margaret Currie appeal against a 
decision of the Oxford County Land Division Committee. The Board upheld the 
County decision of refusing to grant a residential severance in Lot 7, 
Concession 11 in the former Township of Blenheim. 

A letter was received from Doug Weeks, Drumbo, requesting Council to re- 
zone his property to Commercial to allow a small engine repair business to 
be conducted. The property presently is located in a Residential Zone. 
Council instructed the Clerk to invite Mr. Weeks to attend the regular 
Planning Board meeting scheduled for Thursday, February 23, 1978. 

Oxford County Planning Department advised that a Public Hearing concerning 
an Official Plan amendment to allow an 83 unit expansion to Forrest Estates 
Mobile Home Park located in Lot 4, Concession 3 (Blandford) is scheduled to 
be held February 16, 1978 at the Court House, Woodstock. The hearing was 
later postponed at the request of the applicant. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications enclosed literature regarding 
severance consent applications on Provincial Highways. The Nq.. 2 Highway 
which affects Blandford-Blenheim' s southerly boundary is considered a Major 
Highway and is contained in a Class IV designation which discourages numerous 
additional access routes being granted through land severances . 

Township Solicitor, David Stock advised that, in his opinion, By-law No. 
186-78 which provides for the stopping up and closing of the 10th Line Road 
Allowance east of the % Townline Road can be enacted legally by TowhsJiip 
Council because the objection which was received from Clare Chesney does not 
relate to the road closing as such but rather to the ultimate disposal of 
the property. 

A Letter was received from Sinclair Plumbing Limited in Bright concerning 
repair and maintenance of the street lights in Bright.- The present rate of 
payment of $100.00 per year is unsatisfactory, therefore, Council offered to 
pay Sinclair time and material for maintaining the village lights. 

A letter was received from Jose Carlos Simoes Ltd. , Real Estate, concerning 
the legality of permitting a 50 sow farrow to finish operation to operate on 
Part of Lot 13 & 14, Concession 13 (Blenheim) . Council instructed the Clerk 
to advise that the provisions of Zoning By-law No . 1529 do not permit this 
suggested operation since the 25 acre holding is contained in a Restricted 
Agricultural Zone (Al) . 

The Ontario Municipal Board ordered that the municipality's application 
to borrow $500,000.00 to be used for the purposes of The Tile Drainage Act 
be granted. 

Ministry of Treasury, Economics and Intergovernmental Affairs enclosed a 
comparison of the present system of taxation and an alternate system proposed 
under property tax reform. The comparisons related to 1976 taxation figures, 

showed provincial government tax contributions increasing and property 
taxpayer contributions decreasing under the alternate system of taxation. 

Township of Otonabee requested Council to endorse a resolution requesting 
the Provincial and Federal governments to give immediate considerations to 
the exorbitant increase in costs of heating fuels since heating fuel is a 
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necessity to all persons. Council agreed to note and file the resolution. 

Township of South Dumfries advised that Blandford_Blenheim's share on a 
boundary road would be $1, 300.00 for a single surface treatment. 

K. Smart, Consulting Engineer, enclosed copies of the plan report and 
specifications for the Bright-Hewitt Drainage Works. The estimated cost of 
the drain is $347,145.00 and the reading of the report is scheduled to be 
held on Monday, February 27, 1978 in Bright. 

The Ontario Provincial Police sent a thank-you note to Mayor Livingston 
for the Township's assistance during the rescue of stranded persons on the 
No. 401 Highway during the severe snowstorm of January 26th. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications enclosed a standard municipal 
tendering procedures booklet for the assistance of the Township Road Superin- 
tendent. 

Council approved the 1978 Road Budget in the amount of $524,000.00. The 
Maintenance portion of the budget amounts to $274,000.00 and the construction 
portion of the budget is $250,000.00. Highlights of the construction program 
for 1978 are: Paving the Second Line Road from County Road #3 west to the 
Gobies Sideroad, the Fourth Line Road which leads to Forrest Estates Mobile 
Home Park and the Streets in Drumbo that were reconstructed in 1977. 
Installation of Signals and associated road work for the Gobies and Eastwood 
Sideroad CP Railway Crossings. Rebuilding the Hofs tetter Road in Concession 
14 (Blenheim) . Share of Resurfacing a boundary road with South Dumfries 
Township and an estimated drainage assessment of $67,900.00 was also included 
in the regular Construction budget. 

A request for supplementary subsidy money was also approved by Council. 
The Total expenditure for the supplementary amounted to $386,500.00 of which 
a subsidy portion of $298,100.00 is applied to the total cost. The Fifth 
Line Road Bridge (Blenheim) is re-scheduled to be rebuilt on the supplementary 
plus Blandford-Blenheim's share of the cost of a boundary bridge with the 
Township of East Zorra-Tavistock located in Lot 8, Concession 8 (Blandford) . 

Don Manderson, Delbert VanHorn and Victor Dobson, tenants of Forrest Estates 
Mobile Home Park attended to discuss with Council aspects of living at Forrest 
Estates. The discussion was held in camera. 

Dennis Baker, Larry Balkwill and John M. Taylor, representatives of the 
Drumbo Lions Club attended to propose a roller skating building with 
associated uses for Drumbo. The building is proposed to be located in close 
proximity to the site of the old Drumbo Arena. Council tabled discussion of 
the matter to a subsequent meeting .

Also attending were approximately 40 ratepayers in the Bright-Hewitt 
Drainage watershed, Mr. Ken Smart, P. Eng., Herb Balkwill, Road Superintendent 
and Robert Hoskin, Drainage Commissioner. 

The report was explained by Mr. Smart after which the Mayor invited 
comments and questions about the report from the floor. 

After many aspects of the report were explained, the majority of the 
ratepayers on Railroad and George Streets voiced strong opposition to the 
drain being installed on their particular streets since they felt they did 
not have a drainage problem. Only one person present at the meeting spoke 
in favour of the drain being installed on Railroad and George Street as 
originally designed. 

Council felt they would require a legal opinion from the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food concerning deleting 3 branches of the original report. 

The Mayor informed the ratepayers that the petition could be signed by 
any person affected if he or she so wished or an original petitioner could 
delete his or her signature from the petition.

Notice of Public Hearing was received for the David Berrill application for 
severance which will be held on Tuesday, March 14, 1978 at the Court House, 
Woodstock, Ontario. The Land Division Committee deferred decision on the 
Harry Zinn application for severance at the applicant's request. 

Ontario Municipal Board appointed Tuesday, April 4th, 1978 at 10:00 a.m. 
in the Municipal Offices, Drumbo to consider the Walter McDonald and Earle 
Shoemaker applications for an amendment to the Township Zoning By-law 
Number 1529 to permit a residential use unassociated with a farm. 

The Oxford County Board of Education, after considering the Wm. Vink 
subdivision plan, requested a meeting with Blandford-Blenheim Council to 
discuss the possibility of the municipality allowing the developer to 
dedicate Park Land adjacent to the school rather than a cash payment in 
lieu of land. Council felt the park would be in a suitable central location 
for Drumbo, however, would not be feasible unless access to the north onto 
County Road No. 29 could be obtained. At present, the overhead bridge on 
the CN Railway line would prohibit access into the park and school area east 
of the Cowan property. Council decided to send a resolution to the Canadian 
Transport Commission, Ottawa and request their consideration in removing the 
CNR line through Drumbo.

Ministry of Treasury, Economics and Intergovernmental Affairs enclosed 
a copy of a letter the Treasurer of Ontario circulated in response to 
municipalities endorsing the resolution of the County of Grey concerning 
education costs. Mr. McKeough pointed out that salary settlements made by 
the County of Grey Board of Education in 1976 resulted largely to the 
increase in education costs in Grey. The minister further pointed out that 
the school trustees administering the Board's Affairs are elected by public 
and ratepayers should express their disconcerns to the local trustees. 

Grand River Conservation Authority enclosed a copy of an updated booklet 
entitled the "Grand River Watershed Flood Warning System" for the Township's 
reference. 

Ministry of Culture and Recreation advised that experience 78, a special 
youth employment program will be conducted in 1978 to assist community groups 
and organizations in the operation of new and innovative community-based 
cultural and recerational projects . 

Den-Mar Brines Limited submitted a quote for applying salt brine dust 
control on the Township's Roads in 1978. The price per barrel delivered 
and spread will be $1.51, an increase of 16C per barrel over 1977. 
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In the forenoon, Mr* Ken Smart, P. Eng. , attended the re-opening of the 
consideration of the Bright-Hewitt Drainage Works report. Also attending 
the morning session were Earl Gildner, George Hammond and William Hough, 
representatives of the Oxford County Board of Education, and Jim Hill, 
representative of the Oxford County Planning Department, concerning the 
Wm . Vink Subdivision.

Council lor -a t-Large 
Perry Sibbick and Councillors Roy Baker, Harvey Brown, Don Harder and 
Harry Walton were in attendance. Robert Gilholm was also in attendance 

Minutes of the February 27th special Drain meeting in Bright and the 
first regular meeting held on March 1st, 1978 at the Township Office, Drumbo 
were adopted as printed and circulated. 

CORRESPONDENCE i 

Oxford County Land Division Committee informed Council of an application 
for a partial discharge of mortgage on the John & Jean Wettlaufer property 
in Bright. 

The Ontario Municipal Board appointed Thursday, June 1st, 1978 at 11:00 
a.m. at the Township Office, Drumbo, for a public hearing to hear all 
parties interested in supporting or opposing Re zoning By-law Number 126-77 
(Herman Handels) . 

Oxford County Council objected to the passing of Restricted Area Zoning 
Amendment By-law Number 190-78 (Mrs. Jean Porter) after considering the 
Planning Committee report which stated that the rezoning does not conform 
to the County Official Plan for the following reasons: Ribbon residential 
or other development along highways or major roads should be prevented; 
direct access from major roads should be restricted and residential lots 
should, where possible, have access only from minor Township roads. 

County of Oxford Planning Department requested Council's comments on the 
application for draft approval of a Plan of Subdivision presented by Wm. 
Brittain concerning 24 acres of land in Plattsville. Council deferred 
comments on the Plan of Subdivision until their March 30, 1978 Planning 
Board meeting. 

Town of Markham requested Council's consideration and endorsement of a 
resolution they passed petitioning the Ministry of Treasury, Economics and 
Intergovernmental Affairs to retain in Bill 119 "An Act to Provide for the 
Licensing of Business by Municipalities" the right for municipalities to 
charge license fees to cover administrative and enforcement costs of all 
licensing programs. After discussing the matter Council moved to note and 
file the correspondence. 

The Ministry of Education commented on Council's endorsation of a 
resolution passed by the County of Grey requesting the Ministry to consider 
re-structuring the present system of local Boards of Education. The 
Ministry explained that additional funds from General Legislative Grants to 
School Boards for 1978 have been held to an over all 4 .79% increase and it 
is the responsibility of the elected school trustees to keep budgets and 
expenditures in line with the available funds along with keeping the 
priorities of the children attending the schools at the forefront. 

Innerkip and District Lions Club requested a meeting with Council to 
discuss maintenance work on the Innerkip Hall (former Township and Clerk's 
Office) . Council will meet with the Club to discuss repairs at a subsequent 
meeting. 

Ministry of the Environment advised that monies have been allocated in 
their 1978-79 fiscal budget for construction of the Provincial Sewage and 
Water Works project in Plattsville. The Minister, Mr. George McCague, 
further commented that his staff encountered certain technical difficulties 
with the engineering drawings, however, the design should be corrected in 
the near future and the Province should be in a position to advertise tenders 
by late spring. 

Ken Smart, Consulting Engineer submitted a report on his structural 
investigation and analysis of the Bright Town Hall building. The report 
indicated that the costs would be extensive to bring the existing building 
up to a standard to meet the Ontario Building Code. The Engineer's 
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recommendation was that the building could be rebuilt, new, at approximately 
the same cost as bringing the old building up to standard. 

The Council of the Township of Burford signed the original draft fire 
protection agreement presented by Blandford-Blenheim for the Princeton 
volunteer department to provide fire service to the north portion of Burford 
Township at a cost of $2,400.00 which allows 4 calls plus $300.00 for the 
first hour and $150.00 for each additional hour for all calls in excess of 
the 4 calls included in the retainer. Council authorized the Mayor and 
Clerk to sign the fire agreement. 

Ontario Hydro gave assent for the Corporation of the Township of Blandford- 
Blenheim to apply to the County of Oxford for a debenture issue in an amount 
of $15,000.00 for a term of 10 years to provide in part the funds required 
by the Plattsville Hydro Electric Commission for capital expenditures in 
1978. 

County of Oxford submitted a copy of a survey conducted by the County on the 
existing canine control for the eight area municipalities in effect at the 
present time. The survey showed the individual municipalities paid 
approximately $29,500.00 for animal control. Proposals presented to the 
County by four individual groups or persons show costs would range from 
$65,700.00 to $114,500.00 to provide animal control facilities in the 
County. Council felt that a County run animal control service would cost 
the ratepayers far more than the present expenditure of $1,000.00 since 
Blandford-Blenheim is responsible for 9.33% of the County's costs. 

Canadian Transport Commission authorized the municipality to widen and 
improve the Canadian Pacific Railway crossing in order that CP can install 
automatic signal protection on the Eastwood Sideroad at Concession 6, 
between Lots 6 and 7 in the former Township of Blandford. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications submitted the final 1977 
subsidy cheque in the amount of $78,388.60 for road and bridge construction 
and maintenance. The Township received a total of $243,039.00 subsidy 
monies for the 1977 Road program. 

County of Oxford requested an Interim payment of the 197 8 County Levy 
in the amount of $55,424.00 due March 24th, 1978. 

The Grand River and Upper Thames Conservation Authorities enclosed their 
1977 Annual Reports and also their 1978 budget estimates. The costs assessed 
to the Township of Blandford-Blenheim are paid by the County of Oxford. 

Council accepted, with regret, the resignation of Landfill Custodian, 
Mr. Harvey Schermerhorn, effective February 28th, 1978 due to health reasons. 
Twelve applications were received to fill the position and Council will 

interview seven of the applicants on Tuesday, March 21st, 1978. 

Mr. Wm. Baird, Fire Chief, and Mr. Lome Cuthbertson, Deputy Fire Chief, 
for the Bright Volunteer Fire Department, attended to present their 1978 
requirements. Mr . Frank Murdie, Manager of the Bank of Montreal in Drumbo 
attended to explain the Bank's new method of calculating interest on the 
Township's Current Account. Mr. Wm. Vink attended to discuss various aspects 
with Council on his proposed plan of subdivision adjacent to Drumbo with 
matters of park lands and school lands being highlighted in the discussion. 
Mrs. Belva Kalbfleisch and Mr. Ron Shoemaker attended to request permission 
for Mrs. Kalbfleisch to move her existing house to her recently seperated 
retirement lot.

Council met at the Township Office at 9:30 a.m. for their first regular 
meeting of the month. Mayor Ross Livingston presided/ Councillor-at-Large 
Perry Sibbick and Councillors Roy Baker, Robert Gilholm, Don Harder and 
Harry Walton were in attendance. 

Minutes of the March 13th, 1978 special meeting with the Fire Chiefs and 
Deputy Fire Chiefs of the Township's Volunteer Fire Departments concerning 
1978 requirements, the regular March 15th, 1978 Council meeting and the 
Special Meeting held on March 21st, 1978 regarding the hiring of a land 
fill custodian were adopted as printed and circulated. 

CORRESPONDENCE : 

Oxford County Land Division Committee informed Council of an application 
for severance submitted by John Alles. Notice of Public Hearing was re- 
ceived for the Mrs. Jack Vink and David A. Buehlow applications for 
severance scheduled on March 28th, 1978 at the Court House in Woodstock. 
The John Wettlaufer application for a partial discharge of mortgage will 
be heard April 11th, 1978. The Harry Zinn application for severance was 
deferred at the applicant's request. The Robert Berrill and David A. 
Buehlow request for seperation for residential purposes was denied by the 
land Division Committee and the Mrs. Jack Vink request for seperation for 
residential purposes was granted by the Committee subject to a adequate 
zoning and a development agreement being placed on the lands. 

County Council deemed Rezoning By-law Numbers 191-78 (Sararus) ; 192-78 
(Robson) and 193-78 (Awde) to conform with the Official Plan of the Oxford 
County Planning Area. 

Ontario Municipal Board enclosed a copy of a decision dated March 28, 
1978 concerning a public hearing on amending zoning by-law number 77-76 
which was held at the Township Office in Drumbo on September 9, 1977. 
Amending By-law Number 159-77 was also considered by the Board as it dealt 
with minor objections and development control. 

Considering all the evidence and the arguments made, the Board will 
approve By-law 77-76 upon receipt of an amending by-law in a form as 
159-77 was presented, deleting therefrom Section 3 relating to Development 
Control under Section 35 (A) of the Planning Act. Schedule "A" must be 
amended to include the Jack Vink property south of Harwood Street at Vink 
Estates in the Rural Residential Zone. 

There also shall be deleted from Section 7 (1) (m) , as set out in by- 
law 77-76 the words "and who has maintained a farming operation within 
the Township of Blandford-Blenheim for a continuous period of 20 years". 
It was the Board's opinion that such a restriction should not form part 
of the zoning by -law as relating to land use or a direction in the case 
to the Land Division Committee. Upon receipt of the amending by-law the 
Board will issue approval without further notice of hearing. 

The Ontario Municipal Board enclosed a copy of a decision dated March 
30th, 1978 concerning a Public Hearing held in Drumbo February 17, 1978 
concerning the John Dubois application for severance and rezoning. The 
Board's decision was that By-law 142-77 not be approved, the appeal 
dismissed and the decision of the County of Oxford Land Division Committee 
be upheld. 

The Ontario Municipal Board further ordered that rezoning by-law numbers 
172-77 (Jenny VanAsselt), 173-77 (Peter Vink), 174-77 (Belva Kalbfleisch) 
and 175-77 (John Wettlaufer) be approved.

Ministry of Culture and Recreation enclosed a cheque in the amount of 
$1,956.88 under the authority of the Community Centres Act to cover their 
share of costs for the improvements at the Bright Park. The Ministry 
also commented on the availability of grants under the Community Centres 
Act for the fiscal year 1979-80 if there are no changes in the appropriation 
of funds for the program. 

Ministry of Agriculture and Food is sponsoring a series of meetings 
concerning weed control, A meeting will be held in Cambridge on Tuesday, 
April 11, 1978 for this area.

Council met at the Township Office at 9; 30 a.m. for their first regular 

meeting of the month. Mayor Ross Livingston presided, Councillor-at-large 

Perry Sibbick and Councillors Roy Baker, Harvey Brown, Robert Gilholm, Don 
Harder and Harry Walton were in attendance. 

Minutes of the April 17th, 19 78 special meeting concerning requirements 
of the municipality's Park Boards and the regular Council meeting held on 
April 19th, 1978 were adopted as printed and circulated. 

CORRESPONDENCE : 

County of Oxford Land Division Committee informed Council of an applica- 
tion for severance received from Jack Vink. The application involves the 
reduction in size of the Residentially zoned lots south of Harwood Street 
and the creation of another lot at the southerly limit of Elizabeth Street 
at Vink Estates. Notice of Public Hearing scheduled for May 9, 1978 at 
the Court House, Woodstock was received for the John Mitchell application 
for severance. The Land Division Committee granted the John Alles 
application, subject to appropriate rezoning recognizing the proposed use. 
the Lynn Counsell application for severance of a one hundred acre farm into 
two fifty acre parcels was denied by the Land Division Committee . 

County Council advised that Rezoning By-law Numbers 199-78 (V.A. Stotesbury) 
and 200-78 (Ken Kish) are deemed to conform with the Official Plan of the 
Oxford County Planning Area. 

Ontario Municipal Board ordered that By-law Number 205-7 8 be approved 
which finalizes uniform restricted zoning requirements in the entire 
Township of Bland ford -Blenheim as a result of amending By-law 77-76 and 
the Public Hearing held in Drumbo Setpember 9, 1977. Council instructed 
the Clerk to ensure that a notice is mailed with the final tax notice giving 
all ratepayers an opportunity to obtain an updated copy of the zoning 
by-law if they require one. 

The Ontario Municipal Board approved Rezoning By-law 184^78 (Mrs. Jack 
Vink) finalizing residential rezoning on 3 lots east of Elizabeth Street. 

County of Oxford requested the Township to submit a 1978 five year capital 
forecast which the County consolidates with the other area municipalities 
and submits to the Ontario Municipal Board. Council approved a five year 
capital forecast totalling $696,000. In 1978, the forecast of $196,000 
is to cover municipal drain expenditures and public utility capital 
expenditures. 

Province enclosed copies of the Report of the Provincial -Local Government 
Committee on Property Tax Reform for Council's consideration. 

Premier of Ontario, William Davis requested the municipality's co- 
operation in promoting increading awareness in the family unit in con- 
junction with the Government of Ontario declaring the month of May as 
"Family Unit Month". 

Township of Norwich requested Council to endorse a resolution concerning 
Bill 70 which was introduced by the Ministry of Labour respecting an 
Employee's Health and Safety. This Bill, if enacted, would include police 
and the resolution requests that police be excluded from the Bill. Council 
agreed to note and file the correspondence. 

A letter was received from Karl Weselan, P. Eng. concerning the construc- 
tion of the Milleville Municipal Drain initiated by the Township of Burford. 
The consideration of the report on April 24, 1978 at Burford, Ontario 
resulted in concerns being expressed by a landowner in Blandford-Blenheim 
(E. Wismer) that, when Branches A and C are improved and reconstructed, 
the existing Branch B will require some improvements. Council agreed that 
their drainage commissioner, Bob Hoskin, will attend to the improvement of 
Branch B while construction of the Branches A and C are being completed. 
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Upper Thames River Conservation has no objection to the proposed repair 
and improvement of several branches of the Scott Creek Drainage System. 

The Township Solicitor, David Stock, commented on the legality of 
physically opening Henry Street in Drumbo from the Pinkham Street inter- 
section, south, to provide adequate frontage for a new proposed recrea- 
tional building to be located between Centre and Henry Streets on 
property owned by both the Drumbo Lions Club and the Drumbo Agricultural 
Society. In his opinion the street could be physically opened, 
providing the proper notices were sent out to the parties concerned. 

Mr. Stock also commented that the municipality should sign the lease with 
the Agricultural Society for lands to be used to erect playground equipment 
in Drumbo on the Society's property. 

The Oxford County Agricultural Land Use Committee enclosed a copy of 
their report on land use in Oxford County that outlined their comments on 
the proposed Oxford County Official Plan. 

Ministry of Treasury, Economics and Intergovernmental Affairs enclosed 
a copy of Bill 30 being an Act to amend the Municipal Elections Act, 1977. 

One tender was received for the supply of 135 gallons of brushkill from 
Easi-Way Chemicals, Drumbo. Council did not make a decision on the tender 
pending a price being obtained from the County of Oxford. 

One tender was received for the supply of Liquid Calcium Chloride from 
Pollard Bros. Limited and one tender only was received for the supply of 
flake calcium chloride from Allied Chemical Canada Ltd. Council accepted 
both tenders. 

The Road Superintendent, Herb Balkwill, outlined an area of concern 
regarding stop signs at the intersections of the Township's 10th Line Road 
and the East Townline Road. Council requested Mr. Balkwill to present the 
problem to Township of North Dumfries and resolve an agreeable solution 
to the existing traffic hazards. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications requested Council to advise 
them of any plans for facilities at the intersections of Highway #2 and 
County Road #3 at Princeton. Council has no plans for the area and encouraged 
the Ministry to proceed with their design proposal to install a passing lane 
for east bound traffic. 

Council denied grants on a request from the Plattsville Horse Show and the 
Princeton Tabbies for financial support in 1978 since the applications were 
not presented prior to the deadline, March 31st, 1978. 

In the forenoon, Ted Warren, from Warren Real Estate attended to investi- 
gate the possibility of selling the Jack Kress property to the Township since 
it is surrounded by lands owned by the Township where the Drumbo sheds are 
located. Council agreed that they have no forseeable use for the property. 

Mr. Ken Smart, P. Engineer attended the Drainage Court of Revision on the 
Bright-Hewitt, Crosby and Mitchell Municipal Drains. Also attending, were 
Victor Arsenault (Bright-Hewitt) , Paul Hurlbut and Everett Hurlbut (Mitchell) . 
Mr. John Rappolt, a member of Council in the Township of North Dumfries, 
served as a member of the Mitchell Drainage Court of Revision. The Mitchell 
Drain affects lands in the Township of North Dumfries. 

In the afternoon, Mr. Donald Watters, R. R. #2, Drumbo, attended 
concerning the flooding of Horner's Creek over the 5th Line Road in Blenheim. 
Mr. Augustine Cristea, Plattsville attended requesting permission to move 
a house into Plattsville and adjoin the house to the existing house to 
create a larger single family dwelling. Council approved the request 
pending issuance of a sewage certificate from the Oxford Health Unit. 

Mr. Bernard MacDonald and Mr. Carl Baptist representing Bendix Homes 
and Mr. & Mrs. Ken Hughes, owners of Forrest Estates Mobile Home Park 
attended requesting Council to issue building permits to erect 11 additional 
single family dwellings in the Park.

Council met at the Township Office at 7:00 p.m. for their second regular 
meeting of the month. Mayor Ross Livingston presided, Council lor-at-Large 
Perry Sibbick and Councillors Roy Baker, Harvey Brown, Robert Gilholm, Don 
Harder were in attendance. 

Minutes of the May 3rd, 1978 regular meeting were adopted as printed 
and circulated. 

CO RRESPONDENCE : 

Oxford County Land Division Committee informed Council of an application 
for severance submitted by Wm. Kuzama, Daniel J. Campbell and John Baker. 
Notice of Public Hearing scheduled for May 23, 1978, at the Court House, 
Woodstock was received concerning the Ronald Rout ley application for 
severance. The Land Division Committee granted the John Mitchell severance 
subject to the lands being conveyed to an abutting land owner and appropriate 
zoning . 

The Ontario Municipal Board's decision on a public hearing held concerning 
a spot residential rezoning on the South Half of Lots 22 and 23, Concession 
12 (Blenheim) on the Walter McDonald property was to deny approval of 
Rezoning By-law Number 150-77 therefore a single family dwelling house if 
not accessory to a farm will not be allowed. 

The Ontario Municipal Board's decision on Rezoning By-law Number 151-77 
concerning Rural Residential zoning on a 1 acre lot in the North Half of 
Lot 19, Concession 5 (Blenheim) was that Mr. Earle Shoemaker owner of the 
lot did not require residential rezoning in order to obtain a building 
permit. By-law 151-77 was thereby not approved. The Township requested the 
Board to clarify the decision. 

Grand River Conservation Authority advised that due to 1977 budgetary 
restrictions the aerial photography and field work on a flooding problem 
on the Horner Creek in Lots 21-24, Concessions 4 and 5 (Blenheim) however, 
work will commence in the next few weeks followed by mapping. The Authority 
expects to report to Council in October on their findings regarding the 
flooding problem. 

County of Oxford submitted their 1978 Levy for County purposes which 
amounted to $292,905.09 which is due in four installments. 

County of Oxford advised that curve signs will be erected on County 
Road No. 8 (formerly Highway 96) to the same standards as the Ministry 
of Transportation and Communications maintained. The road department 
also advised that adequate signs will be placed on County Road #22 directing 
motorists to Plattsville. 

Letter was received from Dan Beaton, Chairman of the Blandford-Blenheim 
Public Utility Commission, concerning the Township purchasing street 
lighting assets from the village of Plattsville. Council will discuss the 
matter at a subsequent meeting after more information is obtained. 

Council will purchase BP Canada's Plan B Premium Service Plan at a cost 
of $32.95 in 1978 for annual furnace conditioning of the furnaces in the 
municipal buildings . 

David Stock, Township Solicitor, commented favourably to the Township 
enacting By-law 213-78 being a By-law to regulate the obstructing of ditches 
or culverts and the depositing of refuse on municipal road allowances. The 
penalty for persons violating the By-law was set at a maximum of $100.00. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications approved Council's decision 
to purchase liquid and flake calcium and advised that subsidy in the normal 
amount of 50% will be paid. 

Mr. Ken Smart, Professional Engineer for the Township, provided Council 
with a drainage report for the Hamlet of Wolverton. The report outlined 
proposed drainage for the new subdivisiom, which will assist the existing

hamlet homeowners since runoff from the west will be stopped by the new 
drain and drained towards the river. 

Mr. Wm. Illes reported to Council on the rent activity at the Innerkip 
Hall, formerly the Blandford Township Office and Municipal Council Chambers. 
Mr. Illes reported that there were 24 bookings for use of the hall during 
the first 4 months of 1978. 

Council in reconsidering the Easi-Way Chemical tender for supplying weed 
spray and brushkill in 1978 decided to accept the tender. 

Oxford County Board of Health commented unfavourably at this time to 
install a tile bed for a sewage disposal system on Lot 40 (Town Hall Site) 
in Bright until the effects of the new drainage system are assessed. 
The property west of the fire pond in Bright presently owned by Vic 
Arsenault is unsuitable for a tile bed. Council will discuss the matter 
further at a subsequent Council meeting.

The Ontario Municipal Board, in replying to a letter from the Township 
concerning their decision on Rezoning By-law 151-77 (Earle Shoemaker) 
advised that the Board's decision stands. Council decided to seek a hearing 
setting out their grounds for objecting to the decision made at the previous 
hearing. 

The Ontario Municipal Board approved rezoning By-law Numbers 195-78 
(Wm. Vink), 196-78 (Robert Gravill) , 199-78 (V.A. Stotesbury) , and 200-78 
(Ken Kish) . This approval finalizes the zone change applications. 

County Council advised that Rezoning By-law Number 208-78 (Doug and Beverly 
Ede) is deemed to conform with the Official Plan of the Oxford County Planning 
Area. 

In response to a letter from the Township's Solicitor, David Stock, 
concerning a development control by-law, the County of Oxford Planning 
Commissioner, Peter Atcheson advised that normally municipalities in Oxford 
County do not incorporate the Development Control features of Section 35 (a) 
of the Planning Act on a universal basis due to the cost of implementing the 
procedure through additional staff requirements. It has been the practice 
to use development control for selective land use zones only. Council 
tabled the matter at this time. 

The County Planning Department requested Council's comments on the 
proposed Plan of Subdivision in Plattsville on the William Brittain property. 
The department questioned the use of the proposed lots on the area in and 
around the pond and also the flood plain area in the western portion of the 
property adjacent to River Road. Council felt the flood plain area should 
be planted in trees and left as a buffer area and further commented that 
fill compacted around the depressed area by the pond would enable the 
buildings to be erected in that area. 

The County of Oxford gave draft plan approval of the 57 lot subdivision 
in Drumbo owned by John M. Taylor subject to various conditions being met by 
the developer. 
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The Ministry of Housing gave draft plan approval to the Marlar 9 lot 
subdivision owned by Larry Etherington. Both the Etherington and Taylor 
subdivisions are to be co-ordinated with respect to street alignments and 

water supply. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications requested the Township 
to declare an area by Highway #401 adjacent to the Hughes Municipal Drain 
in Lot 4, Concession 3 (Blandford) an emergency situation under the 
Drainage Act, 1975 and that steps be taken to immediately correct the 
situation. The Honourable William Newman authorized the Municipality to 
proceed with the replacement of approximately 500 feet of open drain with 
a closed drain. 

The Ontario Municipal Board ordered that the undertaking of drainage 
work in connection with the Mitchell Drain, the temporary borrowing of 
money and the issuance of debentures if necessary be granted. The 
construction of the drainage work by contractor H.T. Zinn Drainage may now 

proceed . 

As a result of Council's request in March to have the Canadian National 
Railway in Drumbo abandoned, the Canadian Transport Commission, commented 
that in order for the Transport Committee to consider the abandonment of 
a branch line, the railway company must first make application for the 
abandonment. Council instructed the Clerk to correspond with Canadian 
National Railways and express Council's desire to have the Railway Line 
through Drumbo discontinued. 

The Ministry of Transportation and Communications approved the tender 
awarded by Council for the supply of Brushkill for the control of weeds in 
1978 and also the purchase of a new 1978 GMC pick-up Truck for the use of 
the Road Foreman at Shed No. 2. 

The Assessment Review Court advised that a hearing will be held on 
Monday, June 5th, 1978 to hear various complaints on Assessments for 
individual rate payers. 

David Stock Q.C., Solicitor for the Township enclosed two copies of a 
lease for the Township to sign with the Agricultural Society for a portion 
of the Fairground property 132 feet square west of the Doug Mordue property 
for the purpose of erecting playground equipment. 

Ministry of Culture and Recreation acknowledged receipt of the Township's 
application to erect a new booth, new playground equipment and improved 
drainage to the Bright Park. The Ministry advised that the application 
must be reviewed by the Oxford County Review Committee and it is anticipated 
that it will take two months for the review process and decision to be 
given to the Township . 

Mr. P. R. Cor less, Solicitor for Mr. Jack Vink, owner of Vink Estates 
located in Lots 7 and 8, Concession 6 (Blandford) enclosed conditions that 
would incorporate into a development agreement between the Township and 
Mr. Vink. The agreement would cover seven (7) recently seperated lots 
east of Elizabeth Street and two (2) lots south of Harwood Street that were 
in the original subdivision agreement and have recently been reduced in 
size by the Oxford County Land Division Committee. 

Ministry of Treasury, Economics and Intergovernmental Affairs enclosed 
a copy of Bill 80 which received First Reading on May 11. The Bill is 
known as the Municipal Amendment Act, 1978. Council also received a copy 
of Bill 84 being an act to amend The County of Oxford Act, 1974. The 
Province welcomed comments from Council prior to second reading and debate 
of the two bills in the House. 

Township of Burford advised that the Drainage Court of Revision on the 
Milleville Municipal Drain will be held on Tuesday, July 4th, 1978 at 7:30 
p.m. in Burford. 
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Two tenders were received for providing Double Surface Treatemtn on 
approximately 3>s miles of road, namely the Second Line Road between County 
Road No. 3 and the Gobies Sideroad and the 4th Line Road east of the 
Eastwood Sideroad. Resurfacing of approximately 2% miles of Road was 
also called for in the tender for resurfacing. The resurfacing is to be 
done on the Ratho Sideroad in front of the Hall and Equipment Sheds.

Council met at the Township Office at 7:00 p.m. for their second 
regular meeting of the Month. Mayor Ross Livingston presided, and 
Councillor-at-Large Perry Sibbick and Councillors Roy Baker, Harvey 
Brown, Robert Gilholm, Don Harder and Harry Walton were in attendance. 

Minutes of the June 7th, 1978 regular meeting and the June 9th, 1978 
special meeting were adopted as printed and circulated. 

CORRESPONDENCE : 

Oxford County Land Division Committee informed Council of an appli- 
cation from Lehndorff Property Management Ltd., for an easement on the 
east portion of their property to give Genstar Eastern Development 
Company a suitably access to their property. The Land Division Committee 
denied the application for severance submitted by Daniel J. Campbell and 
granted the William Kuzama application for severance of an existing 
house for retirement purposes. 

Oxford County Council advised that Re zoning By-law Number 209-78 
(Ross Watters) is deemed to conform with the Official Plan of the 
Oxford County Planning Area. 

County of Oxford requested that all area municipalities in the 
County pass a resolution requesting the Ontario Municipal Board to 
approve the 1978 Capital Projects based on the information set out 
in the 1977 Five Year Capital Forecast. They also requested the 
Township's report on current debenture debt and proposed debt. 

Council received a letter of credit in the amount of $10,000.00 for 
the completion of outstanding items in Vink Estates and also a copy 
of a subdivision agreement outlining conditions that must be met by 
the developer (Mr. Jack Vink) in order that 7 building permits for 7 
single family dwellings can be issued. 

Council approved the issuance of a building permit for the erection 
of a clubhouse on Part of the North Half of Lot 7, Concession 6 (Blandford) 
on the Jack Vink property to be used in conjunction with a golf course 
and tennis facility. 

Don Pratt, P. Eng. for the County of Oxford requested the Township 
to assist the Ministry of the Environment in locating all of the 
abondoned former landfill sites in the Municipality. 

Honourable W. Darcy McKeough, Treasurer of Ontario, commented to the 
Chairman of the Ontario Municipal Board for his initiative in maintaining 
a spending restraint policy. The Province feels that careful consideration 
of capital projects must continue in 1978 especially for projects like 
new civic buildings, recreation and cultural buildings and improved road 
sewage and water works . 

Ontario Hydro gave approval on May 26, 1978 for the payment of the 
proposed remuneration and special allowances to the chairman and 
commissioners of the Blandford-Blenheim Public Utility Commission. 

A letter was received from members of the Blandford-Blenheim Public 
Utility Commission recommending to Council that they appoint members to 
the commission rather than election to the commission from residents 
of the three former villages in the Municipality. Council accepted 
their recommendation since they felt election of the member at large 
from either Drumbo, Plattsville or Princeton would pose a problem, 
therefore a by-law was passed authorizing the appointment. 

Town of Walden requested Council to endorse a resolution which 
petitioned the Ontario Government to amend taxing legislation to 
require all School Boards to submit their proposed budgets to the 
local municipality concerned, prior to approval thereof, for the 
endorsation of such approval, and failing such endorsation proper 
appeal procedures be incorporated to protect the municipality from 
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tax increases. Council moved to note and file the correpondence on 
this matter. 

Mr. Harold Walls, Clerk of the County of Oxford advised that County 
Council approved By-law Number 212-78 passed by Blandford-Blenheim 
Council which authorizes the erection of stop signs on the North 
Townline Road and 14th Line Road for eastbound traffic approaching 
the East Townline Road. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications approved the tender 
awarded for Double Surface Treatment and Prime in various locations 
in the Township and also the tender awarded for the supply of a new 
1979 4 Ton Ford Truck Model L8000 .

The Proctor and Redfern Group who have been retained by the City of

A quotation was received from Cornell Construction, Brantford for paving 
Jarvis, Mechanic and Railway Streets in Drumbo with 2" of HL4 Asphalt at an 
estimated cost of $9,607.55.

Council met at the Township Office at 7:00 p.m. for their second regular 
meeting of the Month. Mayor Ross Livingston presided, and Councillors Roy 
Baker, Don Harder, Robert Gilholm and Harry Walton were in attendance. 

Minutes of the August 2nd, 197 8 meeting were adopted as printed and 
circulated. 

CORRESPONDENCE : 

The Oxford County Land Division Committee informed Council of a public 
hearing scheduled for August 22, 1978 at the Court House, Woodstock, 
concerning an application for severance submitted by Herman Handels, 

David Stock, Township Solicitor commented favourably to the Council's 
suggestion to impose a condition on the Handel severances that would 
require a paragraph be annexed to the Deeds for the new Handel's lots 
which would forewarn the proposed purchaser of the property that intensive 
farm operations are carried on in the area that could create offending 
farm odours. Council felt a clause registered to this effect would be 
appropriate since the farmers in the area had objected to the rezoning 
of the property. 

The Ontario Municipal Board enclosed a copy of their order dated July 
26th, 1978 approving rezoning By-law 141-77 which concerns the Ralph and 
Gail Sparks rezoning. 

Pat Corless, Solicitor for Jack Vink, advised that a reference plan 
concerning the newly created lots on the Vink property was deposited in 
the Registry Office in Woodstock and requested the Township to ensure 
that the subdivision agreement is registered. 

Oxford County Council, pursuant to the Education Act, determined the 
distribution of members to be elected to the Oxford County Board of 
Education. The Township is entitled to one representative on the Board. 

Ministry of Culture and Recreation advised that the Bright Park 
Improvements proposal is eligible for grant assistance under the Community 
Recreation Centres Act, however, a commitment from the Province for the 
project will be issued when additional money is available. 

Upper Thames Conservation Authority advised that aerial photo mapping 
and topographic mapping is available for their entire watershed and 
advised Council that prints are available to the Township at a cost of 
$3.00 per print for any defined area they would require. Oxford County 
Council approved the Township's request for debenture availability on the 
Scott Creek Drainage Works and requested the Ontario Municipal Board to 
establish the necessary interim quota on behalf of the Township. 

A petition for drainage works in Lots 16, 17, and 18, Concessions 6 
and 7 (Blenheim) was received from the majority of the landowners in the 
area . The area is presently served by the Duncan Award Drain . 

Dr. Robert Corlett requested the Township's Drainage Commissioner to 
have an engineer study the problem with Branch 4 of The Lock Drain. 

Township of Burford enclosed a copy of the Elliott Municipal Drain and 
advised that consideration of the report will be held at the Township 
Offices in Burford on Monday, August 21st, 1978 at 7:30 p.m. The drain 
provides outlet for a small portion of land in the Township around Credit- 
ville. 

Frank Cowan Company Limited enclosed their premium in the amount of 
$580.00 for an Errors and Omissions Policy which provides protection for 
a total of $1,000,000.00 for all claims with a self -insured retention of 
$1,000.00 per claim. Council did not make a decision to purchase the 
coverage and moved to note and file the correspondence at this time. 
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Ministry of Treasury, Economics and Intergovernmental Affairs enclosed 
copies of three bills which received first readings only in June. The 
Bills were enclosed for Counicl's comments. They are: 

Bill 104 - An Act Respecting Motor Vehicle Access to Property by Road 

Bill 135 - An Act to Revise the Line Fence Act; 

Bill 137 - The Metric Conversion Statute Law Amendment Act, 1978. 

David Stock, Township Solicitor, advised that Council should confirm 
the property line of the Township Office property in Drumbo by obtaining 
a legal survey. With this advice, Council agreed to hire W.A. Baker, 
O.L.S. to conduct the survey. 

Two quotes on a complete insulation job on the former Blandford Township 
Office Building, near Innerkip, were obtained for Council's consideration. 
Council decided to insulate the ceiling, only, on the building and decided 
to hire Strassburger Supplies Ltd. to do the work at a cost of $462.70, 
which includes installation of 8 cornice vents. The other quote from 
Reitzel Insulation Co. was for $389.00. However, it did not include the 
installation of the vents.

Minutes of the October 4th, 1978 regular meeting and minutes of the 
October 10th, 1978 special meeting, conducted at the Plattsville Town Hall, 
regarding the consideration of the proposed Plattsville Drainage Works 
report, were adopted as printed and circulated. 

Oxford County Land Division Committee advised that the Ken Woodall 
application for severance was deferred to allow the applicant and the 
proposed purchaser time to consider the reduction of the size of the parcel 
intended to be severed. The Armin Kowitz application for severance was 
also deferred to allow the applicant to resubmit a sketch indicating the 
location of the proposed lot with regards to the existing dwelling on the 
property. 

The Land Division Committee also advised that Glenford Skillings appealed 
their decision concerning denial of a severance request on a 100 acre farm 
in the East Half of Lot 23, Concession 7 (Blenheim) into two 50 acre parcels, 

County of Oxford Planning Commissioner, Mr. Peter Atcheson advised that 
rezoning By-law Numbers 231-78 (Herman Handels) , 232-78 (Jack Vink) and 
233-78 (Tim Breuls) conform to the policies of the Official Plan of the 
County of Oxford.

Road in the Park to provide services to the recently approved 11 single 
family dwelling expansion. 

Council received a request from Mr. Stan Martin, Kitchener, who is 
handling the estate property of Wilma M. Thurston in Drumbo, requesting 
the Township to close a portion of Burgess Street from Henry Street to 
Centre Street. Council deferred making a decision on toe request pending 
comments from the County of Oxford Planning Commissioner, Mr. J. P. Atcheson. 

Ministry of the Environment advised that McLean Foster Construction Ltd., 
St. Marys, Ontario, were awarded the contract for digging the lagoons for 
the Plattsville Sewage Project in the amount of $536,825.75. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications advised that they wish 
to dispose of surplus lands consisting of 2.9 acres in Lot 19, Concession 11 
south of Plattsville. Council deferred comments on the information pending 
the County of Oxford's response since the land is adjacent to County Road 

No. 8 {Former Highway #97. 

Ministry of Natural Resources enclosed a Wayside Pit permit for Lot 4, 
Concession 8 (Blenheim) on property owned by William Rodger. The Township 
obtains sand from this pit which is stockpiled at both Township yards for 
winter use , 
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The Township received notification from Lochead, Sills, Barristers and 
Solicitors in Kitchener advising that the Snider claim against the 
municipality, as a result of an accident on November 28, 1975 at the 
Intersection of the 14th Concession and the Trussler Road was dismissed, 
short of trail . 

Klaus Schmidt, Drumbo submitted a quote in the amount of $1,250.00 to 
install 8" insulation and put a new drywall celing in the Innerkip Hall. 
The Innerkip Lions Club will be removing the existing ceiling which is in 
poor repair. 

Township of South-West Oxford enclosed a copy of a submission that dealt 
with draft policies for the new Official Plan concerning the location of 
landfill sites in the agricultural areas of the County. 

Mr. David J.B. Stock enclosed a copy of a new deed for the Town Hall 
property in Bright, which shows the municipality having sole ownership of 
Lot 40, Registered Plan 152. Mr. Stock also enclosed agreements concerning 
the establishment of 4 building lots on a 25 acre parcel of land originally 
owned by Herman Handels for Council's endorsation, as requested by the 
chairman of the Ontario Municipal Board at a recent hearing held in the 
Township Office. 

Grand River Conservation Authority advised that they have trees available 
for roadside planting at $2.00 each supplied and planted. Council authorized 
the Road Superintendent to order 500 trees to be put in different locations 
in the Township . 

A letter was received from Gunther Heinitz R. R, #1, Drumbo, concerning 
pollution of his property from the sand salt pile from the Drumbo Patrol 
Yard. The Road Superintendent was requested to establish a berm around 
the pile to help prevent the salt from leaching west onto Mr. Heinitz' s 
property. 

A letter was received from Jack Cockburn and David Rabe objecting to 
the number of acres they are assessed in the Burgess Lake Drain watershed.

Grand River Conservation Authority advised that they have no objection 
to the Burgess Lake Drain report. 

The Ontario Municipal Board Re; File Number E781137 approved the 
Scott Creek Drainage Works project and the issuance of debentures if 

necessary. 

Mr. Kenn Smart, P. Eng., submitted several alternatives to Council 
concerning the proposed Plattsville Drainage Works. Council instructed 
the Clerk to prepare a letter outlining their concerns on the matter 
and, after reviewing Mr. Smart's comments and the Township's letter re-* 
quested the Clerk to mail a combined copy to the residents of Plattsville 
that are affected by the proposed drainage. The residents were requested 
to fill out an enclosed check sheet and submit to Council by October 31st, 
1978. 

Woodstock Engineering Consultants Limited submitted estimates to have 
the water and sewage contractor Simon Wood rebuild all the streets in 
Plattsville to a standard 20 foot width with B and A gravel. Approximately 
70% of the streets are being rebuilt as a result of the water and sewer 
project. Council approved the rebuilding which would have all streets 
prepared for asphalt paving in the future. 

Ministry of Agriculture and Food advised that they have no additional 
funds available at this time under the Tile Drainage Act. 

Council approved in principle the issuance of a building permit to Mr. 
and Mrs. William Bell, Paris on the recently seperated and rezoned Lot of 
Ralph Sparks in Lot 7, Concession 1 (Blenheim) .

Council met at the Township Office at 9:30 a.m. for their first regular 
meeting of the month. Mayor Ross Livingston presided and Councillor-at- 
Large Perry Sibbick and Councillors Roy Baker, Harvey Brown, Robert Gilholm 
and Harry Walton were in attendance. Mr. Sibbick was unable to attend the 
afternoon session due to a previous committment. 

Minutes of the October 19th and 20th, 1978 regular meeting were adopted 
as printed and circulated. 

CORRESPONDENCE : 

Oxford County Land Division Committee informed Council of an application 
for severance from Joanne Urquhart and Don Dance. The Land Division Commit- 
tee granted the Armin Kowitz application for severance provided the severed^ 
parcel of land is rezoned to Rural Residential. The Ken Woodall application 
for severance was deferred again pending consideration of the reduction of 
the size of the parcel intended to be severed. The Dan G. Stauffer 
application was deferred at the applicant's request. The Planning Department 
enclosed a draft zoning By-law for a 1.8 acre parcel of land located in Lot 
6, Concession 1 (Blenheim) and advised Council that there is some question 
as to the conformity of the by-law with the policies of the existing and 
proposed County Official Plans, since the lot is approximately 300 feet 
from an existing poultry operation. Council enacted the by-law which 
zones the lands Rural Residential since the property has been used for many 
years as a single family dwelling lot. 

Ministry of Treasury and Economics enclosed a form outlining the cal- 
culation of the municipality's 1978 per capita, resource equalization and 
support grant entitlements. The municipality is eligible for support 
grants only in the amount of $35,049.00 in 1978. The general per capita 
and density grant in the amount or $102,360.00 is paid directly to the 
County of Oxford. 

A letter was received from the firm of Giffen, Pensa who are acting for 
the purchase and developer of lands involved in the Proposed Wolverton 
Subdivision, requesting Council to approve not including Washington Street 
in the plan of subdivision. The unopened street could be built by the 
developers and included in an agreement between the subdivider and the 
Township to protect the municipality's interest in the matter . Council 
agreed to the suggestion of Giffen Pensa and requested the Clerk to 
contact the Ministry of Housing in Toronto and advise them of same. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications enclosed a subsidy approval 
breakdown for construction of the 5th Line Road Bridge (NO. 38), east of 
Richwood. The total estimated cost of replacing the structure is $337,933.26 
and the Ministry approved $267,811.97 as a subsidy allocation. 

The Ministry also enclosed a subsidy approval breakdown for construction 
of the boundary bridge north of Innerkip. The estimated expenditure for 
replacing the structure plus associated approach work is $199,773.31. The 
Township of Blandford-Blenheim will receive$7 2,043.55 subsidy dollars based 
on their share of the estimated expenditures. 

Ministry of Culture and Recreation enclosed a copy of the summary chapter 
of the research project that was conducted in Oxford County in the spring of 
1978 concerning recreational facilities cost sharing etc. 

K. Smart Consulting Engineer and Planner provided a report on their 
wells that went dry in Bright as a result of the drain construction. Mr. 
Smart reported on the various alternatives to provide a fair restoration 
of water supply to the affected parties. Later in discussing the matter, 
Council decided to increase their previous offer of $300.00 up to $600.00. 
The additional $300.00 would assist in paying water rates in the future if 
connection to the Baird system was carried out. The payment does, however, 
not compell the affected landowners to make connection to the Baird system. 
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Three tenders were received for the supply of Labour and Equipment to 
construct the Scott Creek Drainage Works, as listed below:

The Ontario Municipal Board appointed Tuesday, December 12th, 1978 at 
10:00 a.m. at the Township Office in Drumbo for a public hearing concerning 
the Jean Porter application for severance and residential rezoning on Lot 24, 
Concession 1 (Blenheim) . 

The Ontario Municipal Board approved rezoning by-law number 232-78 
(Jack Vink) and rezoning by-law number 233-78 (Timothy Breuls) . 

The Upper Thames River Conservation Authority had no objection to rezoning 
by-law number 236-78 (Tom Woodall property) . 

County Planning Commissioner, Mr. Peter Atcheson, advised, in response to 
the Township's enquiry, on the intention to develop a semi-detached zone on 
several lots in the proposed plan of sub-division in Plattsville. He 
advised that the new zone would apply to the lots in the plan. 

The Regional Assessment Office enclosed a copy of the municipality's 
1978 Census Report which was compiled as a result of the Municipal 
Enumeration which was conducted in September. The municipality's 1978 
population is 6, 806, compared to 6,824 for 1977. 

Kenn Smart, Professional Engineer, commented on a drainage problem on 
the north side of the Second Line Road east of County Road No. 3. The 
installation of the two 30" diameter tiles in the road allowance directing 
water to a road culvert which was also 30" diameter appeared, after a 
preliminary investigation of the watershed, to be adequate.

An on site meeting has been established for Thursday, November 23, 1978 at 
10:00 a.m. to discuss with the interested parties the Horner Creek flooding 
problem on the 5th Line Road. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communication completed their examination 
of the municipality's 1977 claim for subsidy to assist in bridge and road 
construction and maintenance. The Ministry enclosed a copy of the Audit 
Report for the Township's record. 

Ministry of Culture and Recreation advised that a cheque in the amount 
of $18,588.87 will be forwarded to the municipality which represents the 
Wintario grant on the extension and renovation to the Princeton Centennial 

Centre .

CORRESPONDENCE :

The Corporation of the Town of Oakville requested Council to endorse a 
submission they accepted and endorsed as a result of a report the St. 
Dominic's Parish presented to the Oakville Council, concerning the in- 
creasing problem of pornography and the exploitation of women. 

Council dealt with tax cancellations under Section 636 a) of the Municipal 
Act. 
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Grand River Conservation Authority advised that they have reserved

Council met at the Township Office at 1:00 p.m. for their second regular 
meeting of the month. The meeting previously scheduled for December 20th, 

1978 at 7:00 p.m. was cancelled due to weather conditions. Mayor Ross 
Livingston presided, Councillor-at-Large Robert Gilholm and Councillors 
Jeff Brittain, John English, Brian Hanna, Kenn Howling and Don Manderson 
were in attendance. 

Minutes of the December 6th, 1978 inaugural meeting were adopted as 
printed and circulated. 

CORRESPONDENCE : 

Oxford County Land Division Committee notified Council of an application 
for severance submitted by Harley Buck. 

The Ontario Municipal Board enclosed an order acknowledging that the Jean 
Porter appeal is hereby dismissed. 

Ministry of Housing advised that it is not possible to delete condition 
4 from the draft approval of a proposed subdivision in Wolverton which 
stated that Washington Street (an unopened road allowance) must be included 
in the subdivision plan in order that Lot 11 ,would have access onto a public 
street. 

Ministry of Housing also advised that the proposed repeal with concurrent 
adoption of a new Official Plan for the Oxford County Planning Area is being 
considered. The Ministry indicated that they would appreciate any comments 
or concerns that Council may have within 30 days. 

The Regional Assessment Office delivered the 1978 Assessment Roll for 

1979 Taxation purposes, which showed an increase of 249,350 assessment 
dollars over the 1978 taxable assessment. The total taxable assessment 
for 1979 is 14,346,510. 

The Township of Burford informed Council that a meeting will be held in 
the Township Office, Burford on Monday, January 15th, 1979 at 7:30 p.m. to 
determine whether the Township of Burford should proceed with the Milleville 
Municipal Drain which affects Blandford-Blenheim. The only tender on the 
drain construction was more than 133% of the engineers estimate. 

K. Smart, Consulting Engineer advised that he will be making a final 
inspection on the Scott Creek Drainage Works which was basically completed 
by the contractor John Devries Construction except for minor clean-up in the 
areas of construction. 

Grand River Conservation Authority acknowledged receipt of the three 
drain petitions concerning the Plattsville Drainage Works and advised that 
they have no objection at this time to the proposal. 

The County of Oxford enclosed $14,787.00 received from the County 
debenture sale to assist in the financing of Capital works in Plattsville 
as a result of a hydro line expansion. 

Council received an application from John Hofstetter to serve on the 
Grand River Conservation Authority, and also an application from Melvin 
Balls to serve on the Upper Thames River Conservation Authority. 

The County of Oxford enclosed a report entitled the Housing Survey 
Report which outlined the results of a survey on the need and demand for 
Rent-Geared-To- Income accomodation for Families and Senior Citizens in 
Oxford County .
